CIVIC AFFAIRS. 



It was witli no dcsiro to "iiijuro tho 
cvodit of tbo City" that we publislied 
tho article of "Weduosday morning 
aat. So far as ita "credit" is concern- 
ed.the public will ogrco with us when 
•we say that if any injury bus been 
done tho Mayor himsolf is responsible 
for it, he having, in a moment of "ex- 
citement" at the Council meeting of 
the 29'tii lilt, .made the following state- 
ment: 

"Tho Muyor snid tlio Council was 
BANKRUPT, and liiul nothing to spend 
on Iam])s at prospnt. A Invgo amouut was 
due at tho Bunk in a Bhort timu, and' tho 
Council could not authorise any further 
expenditure, at gpasent." 

We c[uote from tho Standard report. To 
say that liie Mayor did not mean what 
he said/ior that (as tbe'fStandard' in- 
sinuates) the condition of his mind 
was Buoh as to render him incapable 
of expressing an intelligent opinion on 
finance or any other subject, does not 
explain awaj' his remark. "Hell," it 
is said, "is paved with good inten- 
tions." And if the Mayor, when \w 
said the City was "bankrupt," in- 
tended to say exactly tbo opposite, 
who is to blame ? Not tho reporters, 
surely, who took down the words as 
they fell from His Worship's lips^ nor 
the editor of this paper, w ho waited 
fvom Friday of last week till Wednes- 
day of this week without reoeivihg any 
explanation- from the Mayor. A few 
days ago nscpvt"'! tl)at certain im- 
portant matters at every regidar moot- 
ing of tbo Council were di-^cusscd Nvith 
closed doors. Kotorring to tliis state- 
ment our contemporary says that tho 
doors are only closed against The 
Colonist reporter. That statement is 
an uutrath. Both reporters and thsit 
portion of tho 23nblio wliooccujjy scats 
in the auditorium are always required 
to vacate the premises 'the moment the 
Council go into Committee. We ask 
the scores of ratepayers who have boon 
ordered out of the Chambers on such 
ocGasit)ns if snob is not tbo fact V This 
arbitrary and illegal action of tbo 
Council has boon over and over 
again protested against in these col- 
ums and in the columns of our con- 
temporary ? Says the "Standard," 
tbo proceodings of CoinmitLOos of tbo 
Whole are always recorded on tiie 
minutes and read at the next mooting. 
This statement is also faUacious. Only 
such portions are read as may suit the 
purposes of tbo darkdantern gentry. 
Tiiko the last meeting as a sample of 
all. Mr. Trounce asked to have tho 
nflnutes of tho last half of tho meeting 
of the previous Friday read. The mo- 
tioa related to the giving out of a con- 
trnc;t to lay pipes at Jamijs Bay; and Ik? 
was insulted and browbeaten hy tho Maj-

Leivekswohth, Oct. 5.— Heports re- 
ceived hero indicate that there are 
fears of a general uprising among the 
Ute Indians in Colorado, as the war- 
riors of that Iribo have been for some 
time iu a doubtful attitude, and soma 
fears of an outbreak have been felt in 
New Mexico. The Indiana of that sec- 
tion have niade several warlike doinon- 
stratioti and have collided with tho 
U. S. troops more thau once. In New 
Mexico it is extremely probable that 
the red devils will indulge in a gener- 
al insurrection as soon as opportunity 
offers, as they are without doubt one 
of tho most treacherous tribes ou the 
coutinonb. 

Sheriff Giles of La Platta County 
telegraphs from Parrot city to gov. 
Rowtt asking assistance, saying the 
Utos numbering full 2000 are about to 
make a raid. Col. Hatch of New 
Mexico district, also telegraphs gov. 
Rowtt from Santa Fo saying if ho so 
authorized him, be would issue arms 
to citizens as the inhabitants of La 
platta, Las Animas and Parrott City 
ware afraid of nn immediate outbreak. 

Chicago, Oct. C, — Tho gontlomau 
who caused the arrest of Tweed's jiar- 
tner Edward A. Woodward here yes- 
terday is Westou an old schoolmate 
Woodward, and for mnny years an in- 
timate friend of his, 

The original reward $300,000 oflfered 
for the arrest of Woodward has never 
boon withdrawn. 

It is believed he has been in Spain, 
Italy, and Southern Europe most of 
the time since he left New York six 
yours ago.

EUROPE. 

The 'Daily News' baa a lot'er from 
Iceland which reports that the fishing 
season has been a failure.

Tho Popohas 
been able to take his walk in the gar 
dons of the Vatican untillately. TEIis 
present illness causes the profoundest 
shock among all circles in the city. 

Cork, Oct. 1. — A ferry boat was 
swamped at Youghta harbor. Fourteen 
jiorsoua were drowned — nearly all 
farmers and their wives. 

CANADA. 

Halifax, Oct. 1. — Obed Smith, bow 
oarsman of tho champion four oared 
crew, who distinguished themseelves 
at Philadelphia, and Mark, his bro- 
ther, were drowned this morning iu 
Halifax harbor. Tiiey wore going 
in their schooner, a boat of about bix- 
teen tons, with some coal and winter 
stores on board vv'hea they were ran down 
by tbe mail sieamer Njva Sc>)tiin, 
bound in from Baltimore. A woman 
named Luke, a jiassongi^r with tliom, 
was rescued.
